Mr. R —I heard nothing about the 
Legislative Committee uolil after it wa* 
appointed, I think in February last. I was 
tueu rn Boston, aud received a letter from 
the Chairman of that Committee, Senator 
furrows, of the Madison District, inform­ 
ing me mat such a committee had been ap­ 
pointed, but with no intention to interfere 
with the Republican State Committee, but 
simply lo aid in the campaign, especially 
aa a Legislature of unusual importance 
was to be chosen.
